The Reformatory Bill Passed. , 

The bill for the establishinent of a reforma- 
tory prison for persons under the age of 21 
years found guilty of felonies went through 
the House this morning. ‘The bill met with 
determined opposition from Mr. Merritt and 
a few others. Maj. McClaughry, Chief of 
Police of Chicago, is here in the interest of 
the measure, and his presence at this particu- 
lar time accounts largely for the passage of 
the bill. Mr. Merritt wanted the Chester pen- 
itentiary~utilized as a reformatory prison, and 
was, moreover, opposed to the appropriation 
contemplated by the bill—to-wit, $150,000, 

The measure went through, however, thanks 
largely to the Cook County Democratic mem- 
bers, who voted solidly for the measure. Mr. 
Smith of Livingston also worked effectively 
for the bill. It will come up in the Senate to- 
morrow for concurrence in the House amend- 
ments. There seemed to bea disposition on 
the part of some of its friends in the Senate 
to non-concur in the changes made by the 
House in the hope that the House would re- 
cede from the amendments and allow the bill 
to become a law in the shape it left the 
Senate. The amended measure has about 
eighty supporters in the House, and its suc- 
cess will surely be imperiled should it get in 
conference committee. The friends of the 
bill now realize this fact to its utmost, and, 
not.desiring to endanger the measure at this 
time, will bend: their energies to clinch the 
bill by a prompt concurrence in the House 
amendments, and the Sheets bill lays the 
foundation for a reformatory institution, and 
future Legislatures will doubtless extend its 
scope as contemplated by its friends.

The House Judiciary committee had a meet- 
ing this afternoon to consider the proposed 
Senate constitutional amendment which pro- 
vides that more than one amendment may be 
submitted to the people at the same time. It 
was decided to amend the proposed amend- 
ment by providing that only two amend- 
ments should be submitted at any election. 
The Senate proposition will be passed in the 
House tomorrow and sent back for concur- 
rence to the Senate.

The Senate today concurred in the joint res- 
olution instructing the Illinois delegation in 
Congrem to support a constitutional amend- 
ment for the election of United States Sen- 
ators by a direct vote of, the people. The 
House received the news with uproarious ap- 
plause. Senator O’Conor, who introduced the 
resolution, was greatly astonished at the una- 
nimity. There was not a dissenting vote. 
"Will Pass the Australian Bill. 

The report of the conference committee on 
the Australian ballot bill which was approved 
this evening by Senator Mathews, represent- 
ing the Republicans, and Mr, Reed Green, 
representating the Democrats, and which had 
been approved by all the other members, will 
be presented in the House and Senate tomor- 
row.

To Hold Capital Stock in Railroads. 

The House bill providing that manufactur- 
ing or mining corporations may hold capital 
stock in railroads and to which Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hunt is so bitterly opposed was taken up 
in the Senate this morning, read a first time, 
and sent to a second reading.

LIGHT CAST ON BABDSLEY’S OPERATIONS. 


Facts Elicited by the Philadelphia Investi- 
gation—The Accused Pleads Guilty. 

PLD, Pa., June 9.— When the 
subcommittes of the Council that is in- 
vestigating . the affairs af ex-City Tretsurer 
Bardsley met this afternoon the first witness 
called was Mark H. Davis, Secretary and 
Treasurer ‘of the Bradford Mills company. 


The Bradford mills were practically owned by 


Mr. Bardsley, and Mr. Davis testified that 
since Jan. 1, 1889, to May 11, 1891, Bardsley 
transmitted to him the sum of $45,711.88 to 
be used in the business of the company. 
Mr. Davis had no reason to suspect that this 
money did not belong to Bardsley, as for the 
three yearsto 1890 Bardsley had given him 
$722,194.05 for the same purpose. On the Alst 
of May a judgment for $172,000 was given by 
Bardsley against the Bradford mills to John 
and James Dobson, who were his bondsmen. 
The same day Bardsley résigned from the 
Presidency and Henry Leonard was elected in 
his place. 

Charles Lawrence, ex-assistant cashier of 
the Keystone Bank, was the next witness. He 
said that three years ago John C. Lucas, the 
deceased President of the bank, called upon 
him to make some alterations in the personal 
ledger to cover an overdraft. From this 
time on to Mr. Lucas’ death in. 1888 
he continued to make these _ altera- 
tions. The necessity for the alterations 
arose because Mr. Lucas drew checks on the 
bank when he had no money on deposit. He 
and Marsh had made every effort to keep from 
Bank Examiner Drew by means of false en- 
tries and the like the knowledge of any deficit. 

Samuel Lucas, a director of the bank and 
a brother of the dead President, testified that 
neither he nor his sister-in-law, Mrs. Lucas, 
ever thought that John C. Lucas’ indebtedness 
to the bank was as great as was claimed, but 
they had paid $600,000 to raise the cloud that 
was over his good name. 

Bardsley was brought up from Moyamen- 
sing Prison this morning and arraigned in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions before Judges Feil 
and Willson on seventeen separate indictments. 
When -Bardsley was asked how he desired to 
plead he pleaded guilty toevery count of the in- 
dictment. District-Attorney Graham addressed 
the court and stated that in view of Bards- 
ley’s plea and the fact that his counsel has not 
had time to examine the bills of indictment 
he would not press for gentence being pro- 
nounced at once. It was then arranged that 
this day two weeks should be set for hearing 
the evidence against Bardsley and the court 
could weigh it and pronounce sentence.

| WRONG HOUSE AND WAS PUT OUT, 


He Fell Down the Steps, Fractured His 
Leg, and Died of Blood- Poisoning—He 
Mistook the Street and the Number and 
Thought He Was in His Own House, 
but Was Forcibly Ejected When He Re- 
fused to Leave—Detalls of the Affair. 


It was a fatal error. 2 

William Wilson mistook another’s house for 
his own, entered it with thatideain mind, and 
re to be convinced that he was wrong. 
Other men have died for their convictions. 
Wiltiam Wilson now sleeps at Rosehill in con- 
sequence of his. : 

Prior to the time when Mr. Wilson made 
his unfortunate blunder and incurred disaster 
by sticking to it he was the prosperous pro- 
prietor of a plumbing establishment at No. 
3907 Cottage Grove avenue. He had long 
since reachea the age of discretion, being in 
his forty-ninth year, but was a. bachelor and 
lived with his brothers and sisters, a much 
respected family, at No, 4346 Langley avenue. 

Mr. Wilson was wont to spend his leisure 
hours astride a bicycle. A week ago Sunday 
evening he mounted his wheel for the last 
time, Returning home shortly before 10 
o’clock, he turned west on Forty-third street. 

Just west of Cottage Grove avenue is Evans 
avenue. Nextto Evans avenue 1s Langley 
avenue, where Mr. Wilson resided with his 
brothers and sisters. Now Evans avenue begins 
only at Forty-second street, which actounts 
for what happened to Mr. Wilson. His plumb- 
ing establishment is near Thirty-ninth street, 
and at this point Langley avenue is the first 
street west of Cottage Grove, But at Forty- 
third street Evans avenue intervenes. 

On the Wrong Street. : 

Mr. Wüson turned the corner of Evans 
avenue and Forty-third street fully assured | 
in his own mind that he was turning the 
corner of Langley avenue and Forty-third 
street. He ran up to the sidewalk and 
alighted in front of a house which, in the dim 
light, seemed to be his own. It occupied the 
same position in the block. It was No. 4342 
Evans avenue. He did not look at the num- 
ber. No one looks at the number of his own 
house every time he enters. Had Mr. Wil- 
son done 80, however, upon this o- 
casion be would have perceived 
that the number was 4342 and not 4346, and, 
reasoning from these premises, would have 
discovered that he was not on Langley av- 
enue, 

But Mr. Wilson’s attention was distracted 
at this critical moment. A young woman 
was ascending the steps of the house. He 
thought it was his sister. His faculties of per- 
ception were not as keen as It had 
been a warm ride and he had stopped several 
times en route to refresh himself. 

Ascending the steps he followed the young 
woman into the house. 

“What do you want?“ inquired the young 


‘woman, turning in surprise to find a stranger 


at her heels, 

I'm going to bed,“ answered Mr. Wilson, 
rather curtly, himself surprised in turn. He 
pushed by her and started up-stairs, paying no 
attention to her demand that he leave the 
house instantly! Then she became terrified 
and screamed. Mr. Wilson stopped, greatly 
puzzled. This was carrying a joke pretty far, 
he thought. When she continued screaming it 
became less and less like a joke. Mr. Wilson 
felt the horrible suspicion creeping upon him 
that his sister was insane. The screams were 
heard. The neighbors were aroused, among 


them a Mr. Brock, who was the first to go to 


the young woman’s assistance.

** What are you doing here? demanded 
Brock. 5 

Wilson again replied that he was going to 
bed. He knew not what else to say. The 
panorama of events was moving so swiftly be- 
fore his vision that he was becoming confused. 
But of one thing he was certain—he was in his 
own house and intended to staythere. Every- 
body else might have suddenly become crazy. 
He was not sure but what this was the case. 
But he would not be buildozed in his own 
house. 

“You'll get out of here quick or you’ll get a 
bed in the station-house,”’ said Mr. Brock, and 
seizing Wilson he pushed him outdoors. Wil- 
son rolled half-way down the stairway. After 
gettiny up he attempted to cross the sidewalk, 
but stumbled over a low railing at the side of 
a grass plat and fell into the street. Two 
young men tried to lift him to his feet, but 
found he was helpless. 8 

Mr. Brock summoned the patrol-wagon 
from Fiftieth Street Station and Mr. Wilson 
was taken to his right home, where it was 
discovered he suffered in the fall a compound 
fracture of the leg. A physician who was 
summoned decided that the limb would have 
to be amputated and the operation was per- 
formed. Blood poisoning set in and last Sun- 
day Mr. Wilson was ‘borne dead to Rosehill 
Cemetery. 

The incident has been kept as quiet as pos- 
sible. None regret it more than the - house- 
hold at No. 4342 Evans avenue, and none, per- 
haps, as much as the young woman ae fol- 
lowed up the steps, and Mr. Brock, who. 
pushed him down the same. No charge of 
homicide will be preferred against Mr. Brock. 
He believed he was doing right.. Mr. Wilson 
thought the same of himself at the time. It 
was an accidental and deplorable conjunction 
of circumstances, which would take a Cor- 
oner’s jury to find a name for. ,

SECURES TO HARVARD COLLEGE $70,000.

Final Settlement of the Hancock Estate, 
Comprising Property in Chicago. 

Boston, Mass., June 9.—[Special.]—Har- 
vard College secures a plum of $70,000 through 
the settlement in the Supreme Court today of 
the Hancock estate case. The estate is an old 
one, involving considerable valuable property 
in Chicago. The suit was brought by Francis 
V. Balch, trustee, under the will of John Han- 
cock, a descendant of Gov. Hancock, who 
died about forty years ago, and the defendants 
to it were Washington Franklin and other 
members of the old Hancock family. The 
point in issue was the validity of proceedings 
for the foreclosure of certain mortgages given 
on valuable property in Chicago by Charles L. 
Hancock, deceased. The case came up today 
upon the matter of the approval of a compro- 
mise agreement entered into by Mr. Balch 
and Charles L. Hancock, son of John Han- 
cock, for the settlement of two suits in equity 
pending in Chicago and involving the title to 
several stores which were claimed by Mr. 
Balch as belonging to the estate and by Charles 
L. Hancock as his property, subject’ to the 
rights of Balch therein as mortgagee. The 
agreement, which was formally accepted oy 
the court today. provides that two-thirds of 
the property and rents go to the trustees and 
one-third of the property and rents to Charles 
L. Hancock, or, as he is deceased, to his rep- 
resentatives. The trustee thereby gets about 
$200,000 and Harvard College about $70,000.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS IN LONDON. 


The Barings’ Assets Shown to Be Above 
Their Liabilities, , 
[SPECIAL CaBLE.| 

Lorpor, June 9.—It has been announced 
that the liquidation of the Barings has reduced 
the habilities to £7,000,000, against which there 
are assets considered to be worth £8,750,000. 
The Governor of the Bank of England states 
that the guarantors will not be likely to be 
called upon fora penny. There have been large 
sales of consols today, said to be on 
account of intending subscribers to the new 
Indian loan, and the décline m this stock 
tended to depress other markets. But 
another rumor that the London County 
Council is about to raise a loan of 
£4,000,000 has also tended to depress the 
consol market. Although the bull position 
seems to be extremely small, and carrying- 
over rates were easy, there has been no dispo- 
sition to enter into new transactions and the 
market for American railway shares was dull 
and sagging throughout the day. 

The joint stock banks charge 3 per cent 
for advances to brokers over next account 
and contangoes on American railway shares 
range from 4 per cent to 4½ percent. Un- 
favorable crop reports continue to be re- 
ceived from Russia.

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THE PACKERS’ svIT AGAINST THE 
STOCK-YARDS ON TRIAL. 


for Building the Central Stock-Yards 
Rel d—Confligting Testimony Rela 
tive to the Capacity of the Defendant’s 
Railroad Tracks—An Idea of the Busi- 
ness Transacted, 


Judges Tuley, Collins, and Horton sat 
together yesterday and took up tho applica- 
tion for an injunction on behalf of Swift & 
Co., Armour & Co., and Nelson Morris & Co., 
to restrain the Union Stock-Yards and Transit 
company from interfering with tho delivery 
of live stock at the premises of complainant 
called the Central Stock-Yards. Each of the 
packing firms a separate suit, but they 
are all identical seek the same relief. A 
bill was assigned to each Judge, and to facili- 
tate matters they consented to hear the litiga- 
tion together. The injunction sought is man- 
datory, the complainants demanding a decree 
compelling the defendant to deliver live stock 
at the Central Stock-Yards or be ehjoined 
from interfering with other railroads using the 
tracks for that purpose. 

A dozen prominent lawyers were present to 
take sides in the controversy. The three pack- 
ing firms are represented by Albert H. Veeder, 
Campbell & Custer, and Edwin Walker, while 
John J. Herrick, Winston & Meagher, William 
C. Goudy, ex-Minister to England E. J. Phelps 
of Vermont, Irus Coy, and R. P. Hollett are 
looking after the interests of the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company. 

Mr. Veeder opened the proceedings by read- 
ing the bill. It sets forth in substance that 
the Union Stock-Yards and Transit company 
was organized under a special act of Feb. 13, 
1865, to construct buildings and maintain 
lands fora general stock-yards, and its char- 
ter gave it general railroad powers, Com- 

lainants were induced to purchase the land 

nown as the Central Stock-Yards be- 
cause of the convenient access to 
all the railroads centeri in the city 
on representations made by the owners of 
the premises that they had contracts with 
Trausit company giv them all privileges to 
the Union. Stock-Yards. For reasons 
they expended millions in constructing build- 
ings and machinery. 


Yardage C Defined, 
In 1890 Swift & Co. slaughtered more than 
700,000 head of cattle, 65,000 sheep, and 600,- 


000 hogs. Heretofore all the live stock has 
been received in the Union Stock-Yards and 
the following yardage charges made: cattle, 
per head, 25 cents: sheep, 6 cents; hogs, 8 
cents; calves 15 cents. To save the yardage 
the three complainants purchased the preinises 
adjacent to the main tracks of the Union 
Stock-Yards and established their own yards 
at great expense. With permission of the 
Transit company the various railroads have 
hauled dead freight to and from the yards of 
complainant, but defendant re to carry 
live stock direct to the premises or allow any 
other railroad to do so. In this way com- 
plainants are obliged to pay yardage and it is 
an injury to their business. 

Affidavits were read by Mr. Veeder in sup- 
port of the bill, showing that the transit com- 
pany notified connecting railroads that live 
stock consigned to complainants would not be 
permitted to be hauled over its tracks direct 
to the Central Stock Yards. Cars containing 
live stock shipped to complainants from out- 
side towns were stopped by defendants at the 
«entrance to its yards. Some of the railroads 
showed a willingness to haul live stock to 
complainants, but were notified that they 
could not do so over defendant’s tracks. 

This was the case offered for the@complain- 
ants and Mr. Herrick read the answer of the 
Stock Yard company, which denies that de- 
fendant is a corporation exercising the powers 
of railroad corporations or that it is a common 
carrier. ,It is denied complainants 
by contract or otherwise ever acquired any 
rights in defendant’s railroad or other prop- 
erty. Union Stock-Yaids comprises 460 
acres of land. It owns one mile of river front, 
railway sidi cattle-yards and pens to ac- 
com modate 25,000 head of cattle, 12,000 sheep, 
160,000 hogs, brick stabling for 2,000 horses 
waterworks, fifteen miles of macadamized 
streets, bank buildings, a cattle 8 a 
hotel for 500 guests, and an extensive plant. 
There are over 1,000 persons employed by de- 
fendant, besjdes commission-men and their 
employés, numbering over 850. : ’ 

Cattle Received at the Yards. 

During the first year of operation, 1866, 
there were received at the Union Stock-Yards 
393,007 cattle, 961,746 hogs, and 207,987 sheep. 
In 1890 there were 3, 280 cattle. 175, 
calves, 7,663,820 hogs, and 2,182,667 shee 

Defendant avers that the Central Stock- 
Yards can only be reached by means of side 
or branch tracks, which are used exclusively 
for dead freight. Should such tracks be used 
for any other purpose it would result in a 
blockade of business and practically destroy 
the tracks for the purpose for which they were 
intended. At the time connection was made 
with defendant’s tracks complainants well 
knew that cars of live stock were never trans- 
ported or allowed to be transported over its 
tracks except for delivery at its own yards or 
to be transferred from one road to another. 
The sidetrack running to complainants’ yard 
was laid prior to the conveyance of the land to 
them and without any knowledge that the 
premises were to be used for the so-called 
Central Stock- Yards. 

It is not the intention of defendant’s char- 
ter, or of any statute of Illinois, answer 
contends, to compel the use of ‘its tracks and 
facilities by other companies for the purpose 
of destroying or impairing the use and value 
of its own stock-yards. Itisdenied that un- 
less the live stock purchased by complainants 
can be shipped to them direct, their business 
will be irreparably injured. On the contrary, 
the defendant says, the complainants can con- 
tinue to carry on business just as they have 
always been doing and, at the same time, 
profit by paying the usual charges of yardage. 

The — mag of the answer was followed up 
by affidavits from various railroad men and 
employés of the defendant.. They asserted 
that no more business can be done on the 
tracks than is being done at present; that 
there is no room to do more than the hauling 
of dead freight over the switches and branches. 

Mr. Custer produced counter affidavits show- 
ing that the live stock was handled over the 
tracks from 8 until 9 o’clock in the morning, 
and that the sidetracks were of sufficient 
capacity handle the live freight of com- 

lainan He also read a document which 

e said was an admission on the part of de- 
fendant that it was doing a railroad business. 

Mr. Herrick was feplying with more affida- 
vits when the court adjourned until this morn- 
ing. E. J. Pheips appears in the case as repre-

THE VERDICT IN THE BRITISH BACCA- 
. RAT CASE, 


The jury in the baccarat scandal case re- 
turned a verdict in fifteen minutes against 
Sir William Gordon-Cumming, which is tan- 
tamount to saying that the guardsman was 
not libeled and that he was caught cheating 
while gambling in the celebrated sit-cown at 
Tranby Croft in which his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales was banker and for which the 
latter furnished the layout, or implements 
of the play. 

Those who have followed the testimony at- 
tentively hardly will be surprised at the ver- 
dict, for the evidence that Sir William cheated 
was direct and voluminous as compared with 
that which he offered to the jury. And not- 
withstanding that the crowd at Trauby Croft 
was no better in its average morals or in its 
condition that evening than Sir William, it 
evidently was easier for the jury to believe 
that he cheated than for it to believe the the- 
ory of the prosecution that the witnesses for 
the defense were engaged in a conspiracy 
against him and had perjured themselves to 
ruin him. Edmund Yates, a man of the world, 
who is a good authority in such matters, prob- 
ably is not far from the truth when he says: 

To a dozen different people has been assigned 
the infamy of having betrayed the secret of the 
doings at Tranby Croft, and all sorts of motives 
have been attributed to the vengeance-seeking 
Judas. I believe it will be found that the story 
was blurted out by some one extraordinarily igno- 
rant of its terrible effects and whose presence at 
the discussion was not noticed. 

Whatever may have been the source of the 
revelation or whatever its purpose, whether it 
was due to the bungling of some one who was 
ignorart that the explosion would ensue or 
whether, as some shrewdly have surmised, 
there is a woman in the case who had wound- 
ed vanities to soothe or revenges to gratify, 
Sir William Gordon-Cumming is in a bad fix 
and is likely to be tabooed in future and, what 
will be harder for him to bear, to be dropped 
out of the military service. It is intimated he 
will blow his brains out, but this need not be 
feared. He knows too much for this and he 
has too many revenges to gratify; besides, if 
he shortly is to marry Miss Florence Josephine 
Garner, spinster, lately of New York, now of 
St. Paul's Parish, Knight’s Bridge, the pros- 
pect ahead of him will debar him from any 
such tragic denouement. 

There is one source of consolation for Sir 
William Gordon-Cumming. He knows that 
he is not much worse morally than the Prince 
of Wales. and he knows that the English peo- 
ple and the rest of the world know it also. He 
has had the comfort of witnessing the demon- 
stration of that fact in a public court-room, 
with the Prince in attendance. If worst 
comes to worst he therefore will be justified, 
in case any further indignities are put upon 


“him, in going before Parliament and demand- 


ing that his associate in the private gam- 
bling business shall not be allowed to escape, 
now that his habits have been made a matter 
of legal proof and clearly demonstrated in a 
court of justice. So far as he himself is con- 
cerned the case is over and he soon will be for- 
gotten. But so far as the Prince of Wales 
is concerned the case is not over. The twelve 
“good men and true of the jury have con- 
demned Sir William by denying him damages, 
but a jury of millions has condemned his 
banker, and that condemnation will grow 
stronger as time goes on. The verdict may 
make little difference with the Prince and the 
swell royalty-worshiping crowd which re- 
volves around him, but it will make a great 
difference with the sentiments of the British 
people, who expect that their future ruler 
shall observe the laws of the land and set an 
example of decency and gentlemanly conduct, 
since he is to be the champion of law and 
morals, His case is not settled yet. It still 
is in the hands of the English people, and it 1s 
not a people with the abject submission that 
characterized its ancestors in the days of the 
Charleses. It has progressed since those days 
and now tells its. oom ing ruler what it ex- 
pects him to be and to do. 


THE LATEST PROPOSED PROHIBITION 
CRUSADE, 

Mr. W. Jennings Demorest, a New York 
publisher of paper dress patterns for women 
and a prohibitionist, has conceived a plan 
which he thinks will wipe out liquor-drinking 
and liquor-dealers. He has prepared a circu- 


over the country, setting forth the nature of 
the National Anti-Nuisance League which he 
is about to organize, and thus stating its pur- 
pose: 8 

The purposes of the National Anti-Nuisance 
League are to prove before the courts by suits in 
equity, injunctions, and for damages that the fas- 
cinating, acrid, and deadly poison of alcohol is 
the most dangerous enemy of our health, homes, 
and country; a public nuisance, and as such to be 
abated. Every sentiment of humanity and pa- 
triotism calls for its utter prohibition as a bev- 
erag®, and the only safe and just treatment of this 
colossal evil is to outlaw the manufacture and 
sale of it as a crime to be punished with the ut- 
most rigors of the law. 


Mr. Demorest further proposes to demon- 
strate from the experiments of many eminent 
scientists that alcohol is “‘the excrement of 
microbes,” and, like ptomaine, a deadly poi- 
son the sale of which the courts have the right 
to forbid or to regulate, as in the case of other 
poisons. Assuming that his premises are cor- 
rect, his modus operandi will be to retain emi- 
nent legal talent and bring injunction suits 
and actions for damages, making Delmoni- 
co’s, the Hoffman House, and the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel the first defendants. Confident 
that he will secure a verdict in these cases, he 
proposes to extend the area of his litigation 
all over the country. He is very wealthy him- 
self, and he professes to have other wealthy 
parties behind him who are willing to spend 
their fortunes also in this Quixotic business, 

That the paper dress pattern publisher will 
fail in this business and spend his money for 
naught goes without saying. The courts will 
rule against him every time and refuse to 
issue the injunction against the excrement 
of microbes " which he is seeking, There is,

THE CITY ELECTION BOARD GROSSLY 
PARTISAN: 

Judge Scales, the County Judge, has the 
general supervision of the affairs of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. He has said 
often that it was his intention to act as a non- 
partisan, and therefore Tun Txrisunz believes 
that he will check when brought to his atten- 
tion the gross partisanship shown by the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the board. 

‘The City Election law is one of the few po- 
litical non-partisanship measures on the 
statute books. It provides that of the three 
Commissioners the minority of the two great 
parties shall have one always. It provides 
farther that there shali be an equal division 
of precinct judges and clerks between the two 
great parties, The spirit, though not the let- 
ter of the law, is that this non-partisan idea 
shall be carried out everywhere in its execu- 
tion. Yet it appears from the statement of 
Commissioner Healy in yesterday’s paper that 
of the thirty-six clerks on duty in the office up 
to last Saturday thirty-four were Democrats 
and only two Republicans. Twenty men were 
dropped last week for lack of anything to do, 


and of the sixteen survivors only one is a Re- 


publican, and he, though a highly competent 
clerk, is given work of minor importance and 
not that work which be is specially fitted for. 

This is non-partisanship with a vengeance! 
Of the sixteen men employed now at least five 
should be Republicans. Common decency 
and the spirit of the law demand that much. 
But the two Democratic Commissioners are 
unwilling to give up the least crumb of pat- 
ronage. Perhaps it is surprising that such 
bitter partisans allowed even one Republican 
to hold a place under them. Judge Scales has 
nothing to do directly with the appointment 
of these clerks, nor is it necessary that he 
should have. But if he chooses he can correct 
the unfair, unjust partisanship of his Com- 
missioners, who are his appointees, If he 
chooses to impress on the two Democrats on 
the board the necessity of living up to the 
spirit of the law and being non-partisan in 
all their dealings they must obey him. The 
responsibility is, therefore, upon him, 

There is another matter which also deserves 
the attention of the Judge. It is the state- 
ment of Commissioner Healy that: 

It has always been the custom for the Repub- 
lican Commissioner or his representative to act in 
the matter of excusing Republican judges and 
clerks of election and the Democratic members to 
act in reference to Democratic judges and clerks. 
I find that the Republican judge in the Fifteenth 
Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward was excused 
just prior to the last municipal election and that 
the son of the Democratic judge was substituted 
in his place. This precinct is the one in which 
Mayor Washburne received only six votes and 
Cregier over 500, I do not know who excused the 
Republican judge. 

The law in its anxiety fora fair deal 
provides that in half the precincts there shall 
be two Republican judges and one Democrat, 
and that in the other half the proportions shall 
be reversed. It provides that eagh party shall 
Have one clerk. It provides, in order that 
unexceptionable men may be chosen, that 
each Commissioner shall have a veto upon 
the proposed selection or nomination of any 
judge or clerk.” It is provided, also, that if 
a vacancy occurred the board must make an 
appointment following the same methods as 
when the place was first filled, 

In this case mentioned by Commissioner 
Healy, a Republican precinct judge appears 
to have been ‘‘excused”’ without his knowl- 
edge anda man substituted for him without 

his consent. If this was done by the board 
and had he known what was going on: he 
would of course have exercised his legal rights 
and vetoed the selection of this young Demo- 
crat in the place of a Republican. The pre- 
cinct had then three Democratic judges and 
no Republican, That party was euchred out 
of a judge and that in the very place of all 
other precincts where it needed him the 
most, as the fraudulent vote in the 
precinct shows. With an efficient Republican 
on duty that Twenty-ninth Ward precinct 
would not have given over 500 votes for Cre- 
gier and only 6 for Washburne. If this young 
Democrat was chosen by the Election Com- 
missioners Mr. Healy should Lave been son- 
sulted. If chosen by the other precinct judges 
they should have been prosecuted, for the law 
required them to fill the vacancy with a man 
of the same party. In whatever way the wrong 
was done Judge Scales should investigate the 
matter and let no guilty rascal escape. 
There is an impression that the two so-called 
Democratic Commissioners are really not 
Democrats, but spoils Cregierites.“ They 
certainly act as if they were members of that 
discredited, disreputable faction of the De- 
mocracy, which got one black eye when Cre- 
gier was defeated and had the other one black- 
ened when Frank Adams was chosen Judge. 
There does not appear at present to be a real 
representative of the Democratic party on the 
board, although the law requires that there 
shall be one at least. This is a matter which 
interests the Harrison Democrats, and their 
attention is called to it.

Those 
who have charge of the Exposition Building 
are 80 thoroughly convinced of the incorrupti- 
bility of all the Aldermen, and are so firm in 
the belief that there is not one of them who 
would not resent with outspokea indignation 
the offer of even & thousand dollars for his 
vote, that they will not tempt the virtue of a 
single City Father.”

Trade, Postoffice Building, and elsewhere in 
the heart of the First Ward, and they envy the 
gains of the fortunate possessors of that prop- 
erty and think their West Side lots would sell 
for as much if only there were no river. 

If they were to have their own way they 
would hurt both themselves and the South 
Side. If the commerce now distributed along 
sixteen miles of the river frontage were con- 
centrated on the Lake-Front, the freight 
which is at present delivered by teams from a 
hundred points along the North and South 
Branches would have tobe carted and trucked 
through the crowded streets of the South 
Division, which have already about all the 
traffic they can bear, filled up as they are with 
cable and horse cars. Travel in three wards 
and part of another would be made impossible 
by reason of the truck-teaming. And as the 
distance articles would have to be carted 
would be much greater the cost of delivery 
would be proportionally increased. 

Speaking of the scheme to close the Chicago 
River and to move the docks to the Lake- 
Front, Mr. John F. Wallace, engineer, recent- 
ly said in apublic meeting in the Fourth 
Ward there were now 37.6 miles of dock- 
age and 1,245 acres of dock property. There 
were nearly 9,000.000 tons of freight uhloaded 
at the docks annually. Of this 65 per cent re- 
mained in Chicago and 35 per cent was given 
to railways for outside points. If the docks 
were on the Lake-Front the 600,000 tons for 
local consumption would have to be hauled to 
the warehouses in wagons. This meant about 
600,000 wagon-loads. It would blockade the 
streets and increase the expense of placing it 
at the disposal of the merchants. 

The closing of 371g miles of dock frontage 
and the destruction of 1,245 acres of dock prop- 
erty along the South and North Branches and 
the West Fork, and the transfer of the busi- 
ness done there now to the South Side, would 
be a terrible blow to the West Division. It 
would lessen its wealth and check the growth 
of ite population. Silly ex-Aldermen may 
fancy that ground thus left vacant would be 
covered with great stores and costly dwellings, 
but it would not. It would remain unused, a 
dead weight on the hands of its owners. It 
would be an act of infinite folly to drive away 
a score of great industries in the hope that 
shopkeeping would sticceed them. 

The Lake-Front cannot be made to accom- 
modate but a small fraction of the commerce 
of this expanding city. An attempt to crowd 
it on that limited space would result in forcing 


injury of the West Side as well as of South 
and North Chicago. If any person will look 
at a good map or, better still, 
the ground personally and compare the vast 
facilities afforded by the main river and its 
branches for the collection and distribution of 
freight, with their capacity for extension, es- 
pecially to the south and west, with those 
which can be secured on the lake shore be- 
tween the river mouth and Twenty-second 
street, he will be amazed that it was ever pro- 
posed seriously to throw away the first and 
substitute the last therefor. 

The river cannot be closed. A hundred 
million would not pay the damage. It must 
be kept open and improved. It must be 
widened and straightened where necessary. 
The outer harbor must be left as a harbor of 
refuge, and no attempt made to convert it 
into a place for the loading and unloading of 
freight and sending forth thousands of calling 
and distributing trucks, to create a jam in the 
whole business district. It should be a water 
space lined on the west not by docks and 
wharves, but by a park. The interests of West- 
Siders as well as of residents in other parts of 
the city.demand that this be done. The West 
Side cannot afford to close the river unless 
it is prepared to move down on the Calumet 
and carry on its manufacturing enterprises 
on the banks of that stream. 


CHEAPER GAS. 

At Monday’s meeting of the Council the 
Mayor and Controller were authorized to ad- 
just all matters ‘in litigation and dispute be- 
tween this city and the gas companies, and to 
contract with the said companies for gas for 
the use of the city. It is understood the reso- 
lution was offered in the Council at the in- 
stance of the Mayor, who. will now be able to 
treat with full powers where formally hecould 
only recommend such action as he thought 
would be acceptable to the Council. The 
Mayor has expressed himself in favor of hav- 
ing gas supplied to private consumers as well 
as the municipality at $1 per 1,000 feet, and it 
is said that the companies have signified their 
willingness to make the price $1.15, or perhaps 
$1.10, to private consumers on condition that 
all suits pending against the trust be with- 
drawn. There was also a talk about their be- 
ing willing to serve gas to the street lamps at 
$20 per year each and pay into the City Treas- 
ury 3. per cent of their gross earnings, but 
probably this suggestion was made on the idea 
that the companies would be allowed to con- 
tinue charging $1.25 to private consumers. 

It is to be hoped that the Mayor will insist 
on $las a vital point in the negotiations, 
and consent to no concession that stops short 
of it. A reduction of 10 or even 15 cents is 
not enough, and the companies know 
it. They could well afford to supply gas at $1 
under present cheapened processes of 
manufacture, and could largely increase their 
revenues by the supply of a good fuel gas to 
consumers through the now unused 84 miles 
of pipe forming the plant of the old Consum- 
ers’ Gascompany. The process recently de-

SETTLING THE SEAL QUESTION. 


The bill to make special provisions for pro- 
hibiting the catching of seals in Bering Sea by 


her Majesty’s subjects during a period to be 
named in the subsequent order has passed 
both Houses of Parliament. In the mean- 
time the State Department at Washington 18 
preparing te agreement for a close season 80 


as to have it ready for signmg at once, dnd 


orders have been sent to Alaska to limit the 
number of seals to. be killed by the Commer- 
cial company to 7,500, the flesh and skins of 
which will be sufficient for the feeding and 
clothing of the Indians, It is understood that 
the agreement will call for a close season up 


to May next, and there probably will be a pro- 


vision extending it for another year if it shall 
be found necessary. There will be no delay 
in getting the news to Alaska now that Par- 
liament has taken final action. A Washing- 


ton dispatch says: 

If this news is received within the next three or 
four days the Corwin can be gotten up to Bering 
Sea in time to give the seal poachers fair warning 
to keep out of those waters. The sealers are now 
east of Sand Point, in the North Pacific Ocean, at 
work killing herds of female seals, which find 
their feeding grounds there at this season of the 
year. The seals do not enter Bering Sea until 
about the 4th of July, and the poachers, of course, 


do not enter abead of them. Sand Point is the 


rendezvous of the sealers, where they all call for 
mail, and it can be reached from San Francisco in 
less than ten days. The Corbin can therefore 
easily reach Sand Point in time to notify the seal- 
ers of the close season, provided there is no long 
delay in signing the agreement and ordering the 
revenue cutter to sail. 

It is a matter for general congratulation 
that by the united action of the two countries, 
acting upon Mr. Blaine’s proposition, the kill- 
ing of seals will now be stopped for at least a 
year to come and perhaps longer, and that the 
last obstructions in the way of arbitration 
have been removed. It is significant in this 
connection the remark of Lord Salisbury that 
Russia is favorable to arbi¢ration also. The 
poachers will now be kept out of the sea and 
meanwhile the three governments may be 
trusted to come to a satisfactory agreement as 
to the future status of the fisheries,

Large Sums Can Be Quickly Lost and Won 
~—Little Known in America, but a Fa- 
vorite with European ‘Nobility—A Game

Boston Herald: Several attempts have been 
made to describe the game of baccarat, but 
the results produced by those who would tell 
how the cards are manipulated have been 
such as to leave the reader with little knowl- 
edge of the game. It is necessary first that 
the person who attempts to describe baccarat 
should bea player.
